John Koch, Aged Inmate of 
Bankrupt “Home,” Fin- 
ishes Life in Despair 
with Carbolie Acid. 


OTHERS MAY FOLLOW HIM 


Old People Say They Will End 
Their Existence if Relief 
Is Not Given Them 
Soon. 


John Koch is dead. That's a simple sen- 
tence, but it conveys a terrible meaning for 
the twenty-one remaining inmates of the 
Bethesda home, 80 Belden court, who art 
facing starvation. 

Uniess some sort of relief is forthcoming 
immediately, a suicide pact involving prob- 
ably a dosen lives may be carried out. 

Koch died by his own hand—after a studied 
effort—after ridiculing Jacob Haselbach, 
houseman at the home, for his “ clumsy ” 
attempt at self-destruction on Wednesday 
morning. Here the irony of fate stepe in. 

Haselbach was sufficiently recovered from 
his own attempt yesterday morning to pro- 
ceed with his regular duties of arousing the 
inmates, and he found the man who had ridi- 
culed him was cold in death. Tears streamed 
down Haselbach’s cheeks as he told Deputy 
Coroner George Uitsman about it at the 
inquest. 


Autopsy Reveals Cause of Death. 

Carbolic acid caused Koch's death, but it 
required an autopsy by Dr. Henry G. W. 
Reinhardt, coroner's physician, to determine 
the sort of poison used. The stomach showed 
brandy also. These two things and some- 
thing else formed a composition which pre- 
vented any outside indication of suicide. 
There was not the least sign of burning about 
the lips or throat. Koch had made a threat 
about doing away with himself “in such a 
manner that no one would know how it hap- 
pened.” 5 

Neither the deputy coroner nor the police 
could get any trace of the bottle which had 
contained the acid, or learn where it was 
procured. None of the witnesses volunteered 
anything. Mrs. Mary Mann, matron at the 
home, is convinced that the “ poison bottle 
Was passed to someone else in the compact, 
and thinks it might be disclosed at the next 
case.” 


More Suicides Are Expected. 
“There will be a dozen more suicides here, 
said Mrs. Emma Bausch, one of thé super“ 
visers of the place. “I talked three of them 
out of it today, and Frank F. Henning, pres- 
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people are ejécted. Some of Chicago's mil- 
Uonalres must come to our relief at one. 

Some of the old people accuse me of being 
responsible for the financial ruin of the 
home,” said President Henning, “but the 
same German hospital people who are inves- 
tigating me now investigated me twelve 
years ago. My books are straight and my 
eonscience is clear, I am not afraid because 
God will protect me.” 

Tes, there will be fully a dosen more 
cases of suicide—I know it—unless something 
is done, said Mrs. Mary Mann, the matron. 
“T have deen threatened and am ready to 
take my departure. I have studied the thing 
seriously, and to my mind now the best thing 
that could happen would be for the city au- 
thorities to step in and take charge and sce 
that these old people—some of whom are 
driven to desperation by the rid Ai they see 
ahead—get justice.” 


Alarmed by Daughter’s Dee 

Mre. Mann's fear was increased about 5 
o'clock when her daughter. Mrs. Otto Fol- 
lett, wife of a Municipal court clerk, rushed 
in and pleaded with her to desert the home. 

“©, mother, come out of this place,” 
pleaded the young woman. “A stranger 
rushed into my house awhile ago and said 
they were shooting you. And, O, the terrible 
dream I had the other night! Your life is 
not safe a minute here.“ 

Mrs. Mann prepared to leave, but later 
changed her mind and decided to stay unt 
April 1, unless something else happens be- 
fore then. 

The old folks—one and all—feel bitter 
against Henning. Several of them showed 
a reporter for THE TRIBUNE slips of paper 
with the name of Mrs. S. K. Martin, Lincoln 
Park boulevard, written in her own hand. 
The same slips showed the name of Attorney 
Lewis L. Losey Jr., and it was explained 
that Mrs. Martin, who has paid the gas and 
other bills at the institution for three 
months, had retained the lawyer to force 
Henning into an accounting. Several secret 
meetings of the inmates with Attorney 
Losey have been held, it is said. 


Haselbach Saved by Doctors. 

Haselbach had brooded for some days over 
his expected ejection from the home, and 
on Wednesday he obtained twenty-three mor- 
phine pills from the room of a bedridden 
woman and swallowed them. Mrs. Mann 
soon learned about K. and summoned four 
physicians, and ina few hours Haselbach was 
out of danger. 

Mrs. Mann and everybody else about the 
home knew about Haselbach's attempt at 
suicide. Nobody denies it, not even Hagel- 
bach, but he only grinned and locked #heep- 
ish when asked why he did it. Henning 
said a “love affair’ had more to do with 
Haselbach’s attempt than his prospective 
ejection. 

Koch laughed when he saw the doctors 
working over Haselbach. : 

“Such a foolish way,“ sald Koch Tu 
do it, too, but none of you will know how it 
happened.” 

August Landahl, who testified at the in- 
quest, said to a reporter in the presence of 
Mrs. Mann and Mrs. Bausch: Koch was 
born in Germany sixty-seven years ago, and 
has worked here for eleven years. He paid 
in $200 when he came and gave Henning 
$100. This he tried to get back the other 
day, but Henning told him things locked 
blue.“ 


Worried Over Lack of Money. 

Let me correct that man,“ said Mrs. 
Bausch. For that $100 he got a slip of 
paper which we call a bond. He drew the 
interest on that, but the principal was kept 
to insure him a good burial. He had been 
looking for this $3 the first of the year. Mr. 
Henning couldn't give it to him, but as he 
needed shoes Mrs. Mann gave him §3 out of 
the charity fund which she collected.”

Seventh Open Sunday” Case Re- 


sults in Verdict of Acquittal. 


WILL TRY ANOTHER TODAY. 


State’s Attorney Not Diseouraged by 
Failure in Coffey Trial. 


Another Sunday saloon prosecution ended 
last night in the acquittal of the saloon- 
keeper. 

“The Sabbath was made for man, and not 
man for the abbath. 

This was the concluding statement of At- 
torney Alfred Austrian in his plea to the jury 
in defense of Barney Coffey. 6258 Halsted 
street, whose case was heard by Judge Fos- 
ter of the Municipal court. The jury evi- 
dently agreed with Mr. Austrian. 

The case was the seventh, and the result 
was the second acquittal The others were 
all disagreements. 

Witnesses Paid Informers? 

In this case against Coffey no witnesses 
were offered by the defense, which directed 
its efforts to attempts by cross ¢xamination 
to show that the state’s witnesses were paid 
informers, and in its arguments that no evi- 
dence was given to show that Coffey had 
knowledge of the sale of liquor in his saloon. 

The case was given to the jury after twenty 
minutes’ argument by each side. Attorney 
Austrian objected to this time limit, saying 
that two and three hours had been allowed 
in former cases, but the judge overruled him. 

Assistant States Attorney Northup after 
the trial said that the case of Michael J. 
Carberry, 6801 Halsted street, would be 
placed on the call for this morning. Mr. 
Northup said he was not discouraged. 

None of the jurors would talk after they 
were discharged, all asserting that they had 
agreed not to discuss what took piace in the 
juryroom. 

Get Additional Light. 

The only time the jurors were heard from 
during the three hours of consideration of 
the verdict was at 8 p. m., when they sent to 
Judge Foater the following note: 

“The jury would like further inetructisn 
in regard to the proof required to make out 
a case for the state—vis.: If there is proof 
that the saloon was open for business on 
Sunday, Dec. 1, 1007, is that sufficient, or 
must the jury find that intoxicating liquors 
were sold in said saloon on that day in order 
to make a case for the state?” 

After @ consultation Judge Foster called 
the jurors in and instructed them that it 
was necessary for the state to prove beyond 
a reasonable doubt that the saloon was open 
for tippling purposes and that some intox!- 
cating drink was sold or given away. 

The jury retired and within five minutes 
returned with the verdict of not guilty. 


Speed in the Trial. 

In the trial iteelf Judge Foster broke all 
records for'expedition. The jury was sent 
out within two hours from the time it was 
impaneled. 

The first witness heard was William Brown- 
stedt, who testified that he owns the building 
at 288 South Halsted street, in which the

Elbert Carr, the bartender, stated that 
“ Coffey gets all the money.“ 


“ Did you sell beer to patrons on Dec. 1?” |

on any other Sunday in December? 

" Ldon‘'t remember,“ he insisted. 


Drank Part of the Beer. 

W. E. Palmer and H. E. Gauger, con- 
tractors and builders, and members of the 
Englewood and Chicago Law and Order 
leagues, testified that they accompanied Will- 
iam F. Mulvihill into Coffey’s saloon on Sun- 
day, Dec. 1, and saw Mr. Mulvihill purchase 
a glass of beer. 

Did he drink it? inquired Attorney Aus- 
trian. 

He drank part of it, and poured the rest 
int6 the cuspidor. Fifteen men were drink- 
Ing at the bar, and there were about forty 
men In the saloon at the time. 

Attorney Austrian courted considerable ob- 


Jection from the opposing counsel by attacks 


on the state’s witnesses and Secretary Mulvi- 
hill. 

“I enter this argument with some degree 
of confidence,” said Attorney Austrian in 
opening his argument. The evidence pre- 
sented here by the state isn't strong enough 
te convict a yellow dog. 

Let's see who is back of this case. Pai- 
mer! Who's Palmer? A member of the Law 
and Order league—not a policeman, not act- 
ing under municipal authority. On his own 
responsibility he sneaks Into Coffey's place 
and saw a little liquor sipped. 

Gauger! Another bent on creating crime 
to prosecute some one. They went in with 
Mulvihill. Where's Mulvihill? Why didn’t 
he go on the stand? Was the prosecution 
afraid that he couldn't be believed? 


Points Out Mulvihill. 


Where is he? There he sits, there, witha 
brown suit on and his hand on his face. He 
Has been here every day. Why——” 

“I object,” called Attorney Northup. 
“Mr. Mulvihill wasn't @ witness in this 
case. He shouldn't be subjected to this 
abuse. 

“Will you believe these two men whose 
purpose is to reform everybody except them- 
selves. They are not detectives; no, but they 
sneak around with Mulvihill to create crime, 
and shouldn't be believed by twelve men. 

“ Why can’t Chicago's 4,000 policemen pre- 
serve order? Mulvihill thinks they can’t. 
Why should he get out the warrants?’ 

“TI object to this line of argument, inter- 
rupted Attorney Northup. 

“ Objection sustained,” replied the court, 
sharply. 

“There fe much more I might say as to 
who is behind this prosecution,’” continued 
Attorney Austrian. “It is not only your 
right, but your duty, to interpose the shieid 
of protection about this defendant. You are 
judges of the law and evidence, This pro- 
vision of the law wae authorized expressly 
so that justice, as your conscience sees it be- 
fore your God, can be done. The Sahbath 
was mede for maa, and not man for the 
Sabbeth.”’ 

Instructions Clear and Brief. 

In his formal instructions, which were 
delivered orally, and consumed but five min- 
utes of time, Judge Foster set forth the duty 
ef the jurymen in no uncertain language. 
The two principal points brought out seemed 
in favor of the prosecution, as follows: 

“ The jurors are judges of the law and evi- 
dence, but that fact cannot be so construed 
as to hold that the Sunday closing law is not 
in full force. 

„It you believe the state proved that the. 
defendant kept his saloon open and sold, or 
permitted to be sold, intoxicating liquo Non 
Dec. 1, 1907, you shall find him guilty 
charged.”

Early in the afternoon she left the 
home of Dr. R. Miriam Yampolsky, 624 West 
Twelfth street, where she has been staying 
since last week, saying she was going out to 
vieit friends and that Bhe would not be home 
for dinner. 


Collapses on Street Car. 

She started out in company with Dr. Ben 
L. Reitman, who has acted as her legal aq- 
viser and friend during her strenuous “ tus- 
sie’ with Assistant Chief Schuettier and the 
police in an effort to secure a hall in which to 
speak. The pair boarded a Twelfth strpet 
car and started downtown for the purpose 
of visiting friends in the loop district, and 
later to go to the south side. 

On the way downtown Miss Goldmen re- 
marked to Dr. Reitman that she was feeling 
ill. Arrived downtown, Miss Goldman al- 
most had to be lifted off the car. Dr. Re- 
man realized the gravity of the situation 
and immediately took the woman to a drug 
tore, where restoratives were administered. 
Mias Goldman then requested that she ve 
taken to Dr. Kuh, who several times hes 
come to the defense of the anarchist queen in 
her numerous controversies with the police. 


Blames the Police. 

Dr. Reitman, after taking Miss Goldman to 
the residence of Dr. Kuh. said: 

“ Miss Goldman was stricken with a nerv- 
ous breakdown as à result of her hard work 
and the treatment accorded her by the Chi- 
cago police.” 

Dr. Kuh refused to be seen tn iia 
to Miss Goldman's illness. A maid who an- 
ewered the doorbell said that Mies Gold- 
man had been there, but that she had 
been taken to the home of Dr. Yampoleky. 

From statements made at Dr. Kuh’s resi- 
dence it is probable that Miss Goldman will 


recover in a day or two.

Told to Hire Reeve. Men.

I explained that no reputable detective 
agency of Chicago could afford.to collect 
evidence against the police for the reason 
that they depended upon the police for as- 
sistance in detecting criminals and that no 
other private detectives could be trusted. 
The idea, as I outlined it, was to employ 
young clerks who work for $12 or $15 a 
week during the day and who could earn 
the same amount at night. Furthermore, 
as I maintained, this evidence ‘should be 
analysed carefully and presented daily to 
the police.

“The investigation by the ministers was 
started soon after the Stanton avenue boxing 
affair.

Hartzell Predicts Outcome. 


“I know Merooney, Mullaney. and Burton, 

whose right name I understand is Schindler, 

said the Rev. Mr. Hartzell. ‘‘ I know that he 
has been arrested and that he has been at 

Kansas City for a coupie of days. He will 

come back all right and tell what he knows. 

There was a fund collected to be used to bet- 

ter the conditions in the Third ward. 

“I want the police to go ahead with any 
infofmation that they have got and then we 
can do our talking afterward. Until I confer 
with Attorney Forrest, attorney for our or- 
ganization, I will not discuss the matter 
further. 

“As to the talk of my being indicted I wish 
for such an action, then the whole truth will 
be brought out and brought out in the proper 
way. The police are great ‘four ushers,’ 
and I think they do not know what they are 
talking about when they say we have a large 
fund to fight them and force them to better 
the conditions in the city, especially about 
our own homes. 


Admits Knowledge of Burton. 


The Rev. Wimam F. Merrill, pastor of the 
Sixth Presbyterian church, admitted that he 
had heard of Burton and had discussed him 
with another person interested in the in- 
vestigation being conducted by the ministers. 
“Did your committee employ Burton?“ 
Dr. Merrill was asked. 

“No; we employed another man,” he re- 
plied. “ Burton merely was mentioned to me 
as being a detective. But we had nothing to 
do with him.“ 

Dr. Merrill declined to be more explicit 
with regard to Burton, He expressed sur- 


prise at the information that the man is an 


ex-convict whose real name is Schindler. 

“ We employed a man to investigate con- 
ditions in the Second and Third wards—more 
particularly the latter,“ continued Dr. Mer- 
rill. “The man we employed was a rep- 
utapble and well known investigator. I am 
not at liberty to give his name, but I will say 
that he is not one of those reported as being 
‘under arrest. Whether these men were em- 
ployed by our representative I cannot say. 


Stirred by Affair at Station. 


“Our investigation grew out of the so- 
called housewarming at the Stanton avenue 
police station. We ministers were greatly 
concerned regarding the alleged occurrences 
at that affair. We thought that if reports 
we heard were true conditions at the station 
were deplorable. Some half dosen south side 
ministers. including myself, met to talk over 
the matter. We investigated the Stanton av- 
enue affair as it was made public at the time 
and afterward we decided to make a more 
extended inquiry into crime conditions in a the 
two wards. 

We recognized at once that we céuld not 
remedy the conditions without knowing ex- 
actly what they were. So we raised a fund 
a small fund—not more than $150, I believe, 
and with this amount employed a good in- 
vestigator. 

The detective brought us his report and 
we discussed it and decided that the problem 
revealed was too big for us to handle alone. 
So we took our evidence to the Citizens’ asso- 
ciation and were referred to the state's at- 
torney.. Mr. Healy presented the matter to 
the grand jury about six weeks ago, but no 
action resulted.” 

Dr. Merrill declined to reveal the nature of 
the evidence gathered, saying that State's 
Attorney Healy ig the only person authorized 
to do that. a 


Pastor Thorp Is Reticent. 


The Rev. Willard B. Thorp, pastor of the 
South Congregational church, was net com- 
municative on the matter. 

“There was an investigation, I believe,” 
he said, that grew out of the Stanton ave- 
nue police station affair, but I attended only 
one or two meetings and did not Keep in 
touch with the plans. I knew nothing of the 
employment of detectives.”

Marooney Tries to Escape. 

During the recent trial of John A. Cooke, 
former clerk of the Circuit court, who was 
convicted of fee grabbing and pay roll stut- 
fing, the mame of James Marooney was 
brought into the case by reason of being 
one of those who was on the du ¥ pay roll, 

Marooney is married and has a wife and 
four children who live at 311 West Eighteenth 
street. Detective Sergeants Duffy ard Me- 
Ginnis went there Wednesday night and were 
admitted by Mrs. Marooney. When they 
told her they wanted to see her husband, 
she said he Kas sleeping. When the detec- 
tives reached his room Marooney leaped from 
the bed clad in his sleeping garments, ran up 
a stairway to the roof of the building and 
attempted to escape by climbing over the 
roofs. The detectives followed and over- 
powered him. 

After he had dressed himself he was taken 
to the central station. Marooney, when ar- 
rested, had in his possession eleven $100 bills. 
Phe detectives asked him where he got /t and 
he said ‘something about getting it from a 
south side reformer. 


Old Hand at Game. 

Marooney has a police record and has been 
arrested many times for obtaining money 
by false pretenses and also for blackmailing. 
About five years ago he blackmalied a grocer 
named Owens after the latter had bought 
some sugar from a teamster which the lat- 
ter had stolen from his employers, a down- 
town wholesale grocery house. In this case 
Marooney had three companions and they 
are said to have realized a large amount of 
money. 

About four years ago they represented 
themselves as detectives, the police allege, 
and swindled many shopkeepers in the city, 
several in the downtown district. Marooney's 
scheme, the police say, is to have a team- 
ster steal some goods from his firm and sell 
it to a grocer or some other business man, 
then he will go to the person who has bought 
it and tell him that he Is to be arrested for 
receiving stolen property. The victim gen- 
erally settles. There are said to be two in- 
dictments against nim for this kind of work. 


Hartzell Visited House. . 
Mrs. Marooney last evening when shown a 
photograph of the Rev. Mr. Hartzell, rec- 


ognized it as that of a man who called at 


her home twice during the Busse-Dunne 
campaign. 

“I do not recall the name, she said, but 
the face is familiar. He visited Mr. Marooney 
twice during the last mayoralty campaign. 

“I went to the door both times and ad- 
mitted the gentleman.. It was early in the 
evening, but I cannot say how long he re- 
mained in conference with Mr. Marooney, 
as I went to the back of the house as soon 
as I had admitted him.

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ALTAR BOY STAYS FIRE PANIC 


James Berney Stands Motionless 
While Surplice Blazes. 


CROWD IN CHURCH CALMED. 


Our Lady of Lourdes Congregation 
and Priests Praise Act. 


Rare presence of mind of James Berney, 
2762 North Winchester avenue, an altar boy 
of the Roman Catholic church of Our Lady of 
Lourdes, and the discipline taught by school 
fire drills prevented a fire panic and prob- 
able lose of life in the crowded church at the 
early meses yesterday. Today the little altar 
Bboy is being hailed as a modern Casabianca 
m Ravenswood. 

The body of the church, which is at Ashland 
and Leland avenues. was crowded with wor- 
shipers, before the celebration of the 17:30 
o'clock high masa in honor of the feast of 
St. Joseph had begun. As altar boy it was 
the duty of the Berney lad to light the can- 
dies, of which an unusual number were used, 
especially high up before the altar. 

Just before the service, the lad, who is 14 
| years old. entered with his taper and started 
te light the candies. 

The lower candles were lighted and then 
the upper ones were set ablaze, and the lad's 
work seemed complete when one of the can- 
dies high up on the altar fluttered and went 
out. 

Young Berney climbed up the narrow stair- 
way and just had succeeded in lighting the 
troublesome candle when his white surplice 
fluttered directly into the flame of s lower 


taper. 
Panic Imminent; Boy Stands Still. 


The lace immediately took fire and several 
cries of “ Fire! fire!* came from the con- 
gregation. A panic, which in the crowded 
aisies would have been serious, seemed immi- 
nent. Realizing the danger of inciting 4 
panic, aa well as of making a misstep which 
might topple over many other biazing 
candies, the boy stood perfectly still on the 
steps, while the surplice biaged itself out. 
Several men ran forward and extinguished 
the dying flames and carried the lad down. 
The whole congregation after the first cry of 
„Fire!“ seemed hypnotized by the boy's 
quiet immobility and a panic with a conse- 
quent rush for the doors was avoided. 

When taken into the vestry roome it was 
found that Bernéy had escaped burns almost 
miraculously. Only the blackened remnants 
of his vestments and slightly singed hair 
and eyebrows attested to the fact he had 
been in contact with the blase. He removed 

th damaged garment, asked for a new sur- 
plice, and insisted upon performing hie du- 
ties as altar boy throughout the service, 
After the service he was the object of a 
demonstration by those who had witnessed 
hie coolness and realized how narrowly a 
disastrous fire panic had been averted. 


Priest Praises Boy’s Heroism. 

“Tt was one of the bravest boyish acts I 
ever have witnessed,” said one of the 

ests who had witnessed the oocurrence. 
“If he had become terrified when his gar- 
ment d up, the whole congregation 
might have been thrown {nto a panic, which 
would have been serious if not disastrous in 
the crowded condition of the church. Then, 
too, if he tried to get down the stairs when 
he was half blinded by the flames, he might 
have made a misetep or overturned the other 
candles and so started a real conflagration 
among the altar draperies. It was acooland 
brave act, and one which showed rare pres- 
ence of mind in a little boy.”

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ALCOHOL NOT A STIMULANT, 
BUT ONLY POISON, HE SAYS. 


Doctor Explains to W. C. T. U. Women 
How’ Product of Fermentation. De- 
stroys Brains and Muscles. 


Medical Temperance’ was the subject 
of a symposium at yesterday's meeting of 
the Cook County W. C. T. U. led by Dr. Win- 
field 8. Hall, professor of physiology at the 
Northwestern University Medica) school. 
Dr. Halls theme was “The Physiological 
Action of Alcohol on the Animal Body. 

Dr. Hall said that the old theory that alco- 
hol was a stimylant had been abandoned 
and that leading scientists now were agreed 
that it is a narcotic, poisonaus to all organ- 
lems of a higher order than the one from 
which it sprang. He explained that alcoho! 
was a product of the yeast plant. 

Taken in small doses, he said, alcohol acted 
apparently as a stimulant: It made a man 
feel as if he could move a mountain, but 
when he came to move that mountain. he 
would be less able to do so than if he had 
taken noalcohol. Its action on the brain was 
to put to sleep the inhibitery nerves controll- 
ing the heart and a temporary increased 
heart action resulted, but it was a pseudo 
stimulation dye to loss of control, and the 
blood pressure soon went down. 

Referring to the effect of alcohel on the 
muscular system, Dr. Hall said it was de- 
structive always, and pointed to the fact that 
trainers invariably prohibited its use by men 
preparing for contests of endurance.

he spoke on Tuesday he had obtained addi- 
tional information proving that his charge 
was correct. 
He read a letter signed by H. R. Vermilia, 
@uditor of the Washington Life Insurance 
company, calling upon an agent to send 
premiums, collected weekly, to New York, 
and he said such letters were sent to agents 
of that company all over the country. 

“ Other New York insurance’ companies,” 
aid Mr. La Follette, controlled by identical 
and allied interests at the same time gave 
similar instructions to their state managers 
throughout the country.” 


Questioned by Senator Gore. 


Senator Gore of Oklahoma interrupted to 
ask whether in view of the charge made by 
the senator from Wisconsin the president 
was justified in congratulating the men who 
Prought on the panic. 

Does the senator think,’’ he asked, that 
President Roosevelt and Secretary Cortelyou 
were not star actors in that performance, or, 
at least, that they congratulated the chief 
actors when it was over.“ He quoted from a 
letter sent by President Roosevelt to Mr.

“TI do not know how the president regard- 
ed it. He was sitting there in the White 
house... He was a man who had faced all 
manner of dangers without flinching, but 
he was confronted with a situation and the 
panic was on. He saw that legitimate busi- 
ness was put in peril and the responsibility 
came to him as the head of the government 
and to his secretary as the head of the treas- 
ury department. 

“ Where else could the money have been 
sent to stop the panic no matter what in- 
Guences might have been behind this bill?” 

Benator Bailey said he sympathized with 
the Oklahoma senator; that the money 
should have been sent to the banks through- 
out the country. 

Mr. Gore said he justified the president in 
standing and delivering to these pirates and 
Gepositing with them ‘the people's money 
when their dagger was at his throat. But 
I cannot.” he said, “excuse him for con- 
gratulating the pirates as public spirited 
benefactors.”’

The paper mili pirates would not 
have had as easy a time of it, to say the least, 
if there had been no duty either on wood pulp 
or on print paper. The price of steel at 

certain time mieht have been lees if the cus- 
toms rates had been reduced. The tari€ og 


glass in certain parts is grossly excessive and 


wicked. There are other articles, however, 
which are not sufficiently protected. 


Cost of Living Changed. 

During the decade which has passed since 
the Dingley law went into effect, the cost 
of production and living has changed to such 
an extent that the whole tariff law is full 
of incongruities. Certain forms of raw ma- 
terial are heavily taxed, while the finished 
products are still subjected to foreign com- 
petition. Specific. duties were assessed in. 
many cases ten years ago which are absurd 
now. In some cases these duties protect the 


manufacturer too much. In other instances 


they are wholly inadequate. 

There is no doubt about the fact that the 
Dingley law, as it was passed, was a scien- 
tific application of the protective tariff prin- 
ciple. The ways and means committee at 
the special session of 1897 was largely made 
up of experts who had been through the 
process of making a tariff bill three years be- 
fore, when the democrats were in control. 
Representative Dingley, who was at the 
head of the ways and means committee, was 
serving his fifth term in congress. He had 
participated actively in drafting the Mc- 
Kinley law and he had particular genius for 
the comparison of tariff schedules. 


Party Veterans on Committee. 

Associated with him on the committee were 
Payne of New York, Dalzell of Pennsy!vania, 
Hopkins of Ulinois, Grosvenor of Ohio, Rus- 
sell of Connecticut, Dolliver of Iowa, Steele 
of Indiana, Johnson of North Dakota, Evans 
of Kentucky, and Tawney of Minnesota. 
They were all veteran republicans: The 
democratic members of the ways and means 
committee’ were equaily valuable in their 
places. They included Bailey of Texas, Mc- 
Millin, who was afterwards governor of Ten- 
nessee; Gen. Joe Wheeler of Alabama, Rob- 
ertson of Levisiana, and Swanson, now gov- 
ernor of Virginia. In the speaker's chair 
there sat Thomas B. Reed, whose familiarity 
with tariff matters was never questioned by 
aby one, and who was also speaker of the 
house when the McKinley bill was put 
through under the whip and spur in the Fifty- 
firet congress. 

In 1897 the senate committee on finance 
Was dominated as it still is by Mr. Allison 
of Iowa, who has just been reindorsed for 
election, and Mr. Aldrich of Rhode Island, 
the two capital As of the senate. Mr. Alli- 
son represented the wertern moderate pro- 
tection idea while Aldrich stodd fur the 
extreme view then generally followed by the 
New England mill owners and manuwufactur- 
ers. It will be seen that the legislative ma- 
chinery et that time was particularly favor- 
able to obtain the passage of a symm<trical 
law. To cap the climax Mr. McKinies had 
just been elected president and ‘te was 
recognized as the principal tariff expert of 
the country. 


Trouble with Dingley Law. 

Trouble with the Dingley law is largely, if 
not entirely, due to the ehanged commercial 
conditions, the adoption of new methods of 
manufacture, and to the radical alteration 
in the world’s markets. It ought to be a 
great deal easier to make a tariff bill next 
summer than it was in 1897. The country 
was.then just emerging from a disastrous 
panic. The democrats, while they did not 
carry into effect their free. trade principles, 
cut and slashed the McKinley tariff bill and 
produced another of their own, which was 
as inequitable as it was unscientific. It was 
not a tariff for revenue nor for protection. 
It was full of glaring mistakes, and certain 
special interests were over protected. while 
the processes of manufacture, which needed 
assistance, received none. 

The making of the Dingley tariff bill in- 
voived 4 great many hearings, much com- 
parison of expert testimony, and a complete 
readjustment of almost every paragraph 
and line of the democratic schedule. The 
problem today will be one more of compara- 
tive anatomy. It will be necessary to alter 
the figures, but not to change the general 
principles. If the principle of a maximum 
and minimum tariff is adopted, as it is al- 
most certain to be, a new. law can provide 
for abundant reciprocity, readjust all the 
existing tariff schedules, and at the same 
time produce less disturbance: to the busi- 
ness interests than has been possible in the 
case of any tariff for generations. 


LOSS FROM FLOOD ENORMOUS 
IN WESTERN ‘PENNSYLVANIA. 


Families Prisoners in Homes—Trains 
Abandoned—River Craft Suffers— 
Landslides in Pittsburg District. 


Pittsburg. Pa., March 19.—The present 
flood. will be attended by enormous loss. 
much: of which has already resulted. The 
rise came with such suddenness that there 
was not time te take such precautions as 
saved much property a few weeks ago. 

Thousands of.cellars and the first floors of 
hundrecs of homes in the lowlands are 
flooded, Muddy water is flowing through 
scores of industrial plants, and it is esti- 
ma ted 25.000 employés will be unable to work 
tomorrow. Basements through the retail dis- 
trict in the lower part of the old eit and on 
the north side are full of water and much 
merchandise is damaged. 

Many families are prisoners in their homes 
and are being furnished necessities by the 
flood patrol, the police, and relief commit- 
tees. who use skiffs and rafts to get through 
the flooded streets. Railroad trains are de- 
layed. Landslides and washouts have oc- 
curred. throughout the Pittsburg district. 
Some trains have been abandoned. 

River craft has suffered severely. A sand 
dredge broke from its moorings at Tarentum, 
and with its crew of five went over the dam 
at Springdale. The crew escaped in a boat. 

All western Pennsylvania points renort 
damage. in most places greater than last 
year. In numerous up river towrs business 
is at a standstill.

“Washington, D. C., March 19.— [Special. 1—

This advantage was partly offset, how- 
ever, by the testimony of Edward L. Clark- 

son, private secretary to Representative 
— who declared that Lawrence T. 
Spear, a vice president ot the Electric Boat 
company, told him his company had Influence 
with Speaker Cannon and could use it to help 
Capt..Hobson to get on the naval affaires com- 
mittee, but before toing so would have to 
know how he stood on the proposition in 
which he was interested—the question of sub- 
marine boats.“ 

On the other hand, L. W. Busbey, secre- 
tary to Speaker Cannon, stated that the only 
request made to the apeaker to appoint Mr. 
Hobson on that committee was made by Mr. 
Wiliams, the minority leader of thehouse. 


Metcalf on the Stand. 


When he first took the stand Secretary 
Metcalf was questioned concerning the sec- 
tion of his annual report of. 1007 con- 
cerning submarine boats, including the 
report of the board which conducted 
the triale of submarines and which recom- 
mended the adoption of the Octopus type of 
boat. He said recommendation was made 
for four ‘additional submarine boats of the 
same type as the result of the competitive 
tests, provided a more satisfactory type was 
not developed in the meantime. 

Secretary Metcalf stated that the contract 
for the Lake company's boat was entered 
into by the department on certain guaranties. 
That company’s bid was $525,000, and the 
department agreed to pay $450,000 for one 
of its boats to approximate 500 tons no 
money to be paid on this contract until after 
the boat had been fully tested and had de- 
veloped a spedd equal to the speed of the best 
submarine boat owned by the government. 

How was it the contract was made for a 
boat that was 4 loser in the competitive 
trial? asked Mr. Olmetead. 

** Some question was raised as to the dis- 
eretion vested in the department and the 
department referred certain questions to the 
attorney general, who decided that the sec- 
retary of the navy had authority to enter into 
a contract with the Lake éompany. The con- 
tracts for submarine boats were made under 
the act of congress authorizing the expe@ndi- 
ture of a certain amount of money for sub- 
marines.’ 


Deny Profits Were Excessive. 

“Who was it that asked you to submit the 
questions to the attorney general? 

Former Senator Thurston, the represent- 
ative of the Lake Boat company. A number 
of congressmen called on me, not with ref- 
erence te letting the contract but regarding 
the opinion of the attorney general and the 
question of the discretion that wae vested 
in me under the act.’ 

“ Who called upon you?” 

“I think Representatives Roberts, Louden- 
slager, Lilley, Hughes, and Sperry, and Sen- 
ators Bulkeley and Brandegee. No sugges 
* were made by them to me in any way.” 

r. Metealf and Chief Constructor Capps 
both declared they knew of no excessive 
profits being realized on the submarines and 
the former held.that the navy department 
should be allowed to arrange the details of 
the types of boats. 

The total appropriations for submarine 
boats since such boats were first contracted 
for were shown by Mr. Stephens to be $4,960, - 
000, and Admiral Capps was asked if he coh- 
sidered there was a million dollars of exe 
cessive profits. 

“As an offhand statement, he replied, “I 
would say, no.“ Admiral Capps quoted fig- 
ures to show that the English submarine 
boats have cost that countty more than this 
class of boats have cost this government.

Tou don't feel 
like asking for what ie called a gabfest when 
the other fellow is figuring out problems n 
navigation. 


Cat in a Strange Garret. 

Tt is not time to be.chummy wien every 
man on the bridge is watching signals from 
a flagship and hurrying things so as not to 
be the last to send up the proper pennant 
or to haul it down. When the red and white 
lights of the ardois signal system are flash- 
Ing at night or the stiff arms of the sema- 
phores are throwing themselves about in a 
helter-skelter fashion day or night it is not 
wise to ask what they are saying. 

There is so much going on entirely foreign 
to the average man that he feels as if he | 
were in a new world with busy people all 
about him speaking a strange language and 
doing strange things, and he's literally alone. 
Gradually it is borne in on him that he’s | 
A cat in a strange garret. There's pleuty of 
civility all around, but for hours and hours 
@ day there is no companionship; no one 
with whom he can form à pool on the day's 
run, or sit down with a steward at his elbow 
to play a friendly game, or one for blood: 
no yarn spinriers handy when you want ‘em; 
no luxuries in traveling. 

Of course you may find easy chairs in the 
wardroom with plenty of reading matter, 
and you have a chalr and a desk, in addition 
to your bunk, in your room, but no one can 
stay below at sea unless the weather is foul, 
and even then he chafes at it. No matter 
how fine your house is at home you take more 
comfort in seasonable weather in sitting on 
your porch than in your library, and the same 
holds true at sea on a warship when it comes 
to sitting in an easy chair in the wardrgom 
er in your own room. 


Aim to Destroy and Kill. 
ere are excellent reasons for these two 
rawbacks, the lack of creature comforts, 
Suxuries, if you please, and of genial com- 
panionship at any hour, in going to sea as a 
civilian on a warship. Only one need be 
mentioned. Tlat is that a warship is a tre- 


mendously busy workshop where the boss, 


his assistants and the workmen havea pecul- 


far kind of work on hand, such as exists ‘ 


nowhere else in the worid, and there is no 
time in which to pander to the whims and 
desires of an outsider sent on board by the 
order of authorities higher up. 

The work on hand is to move a floating fort 
of steel weighing nearly 20,000 tons more or 
less swiftly through the water in complete 
Synchrony with a lot of other floating‘forts 
of nearly the same size and then to prepare 
those who are engaged in work in this fort for 
just one thing. and that is to destroy and kill. 
Everything is subservient to bne idea—to be 
ready to fight at the swiftest pace for just 
about one hour; for be it known that if one 
of the warships in this great battle fieet 
were fought at its swiftest and fullest ca- 
pacity it would be all over, one way or the 
other in an hour or less. 

You see fighting a warship is not a long 
Cisiance race; it's a hundred yard dash. to 
change the figure. Getting ready for that 
cash, that supreme effort at the rasten speed,

Pipes of Bos'n Pierce Your Ears. 

The pipes of the bos’n also pierce your ears, 
Always shrill, they all seem to end in @ 
piercing shriek. At first they make you grate 
your teeth. You feel as if you would prefer 
that some one would cuss you out, as the 
naval expression is, rather than give you 
orders In that mean way. And when you 
hear these same mates, one stationed’ at 
every place of importance where the men live 
and sleep, roar out something that seems to 
be a mixture of the blast of a cyclone, the 
trumpeting of an elephant, and the bray of 
another animal, you think that if you were 
the sallorman addressed you'd feel like say- 
ing to that mate you'd be hangéd if you'd do 
it, whatever it was he was ordering you to do. 

The work on the bridge excites your admi- 
ration. When you are in squadron or fleet 
formation it's a different game from when 
you are alone. Then all you have to do is to 
keep your course and go sailing along at the 
speed set for you, keep your eye on things, 
receive reports, give this and that order, and 
when you are through set down a record of 
what has happened in the deck logbook. All 
that’s simple and easy compared with cruis- 
ing in a fleet. With a fleet you are not on the 
bridge five minutes before you are aware that 
a peculiar kind of game is being 8 It

Signal Boys Must Hustle. 

The watch officer, the signal officer, the 
quartermasters, the signal boys, are all en- 
gaged in the work. Let a signal go up 
from the flagship. There is a hasty peep 
through glasses and then a hoarse cry for 
certain flags, a rush for the bunting, a quick 
bending of it on the halyards, and then a 
mad rush by half a dozen lads across the 
bridge as the signals are hoisted. Hurry, be 
the first to answer, is the sentiment inspiring 
all. After the signal is hoisted you take a 
hasty look around and you grin as this or that 
ship hasn't got hers up yet, and you say to 
yourself that it was pretty smart work. 
When the first sign of a flutter comes from 
the flagship that the pennants are coming 
down the hoarse yell of Haul down!“ comes 
like a thunderclap, and woe betide the clumsy 

signal boy who gets the halyards foul and 
doesn't have the signals out of sight before 


the flagship has hers hidden. . 


Or perhaps it is approaching sunset and the 
time comes to lower the speed cones for the 
night and start the masthead and truck lights 
to glimmering. Intently all hands watch the 
flagship and at the first tremor of the cone 
the boy begins to haul down. In a jiffy nota 
cone is to be seen at the yards on the entire 


fleet. 

Rare is it that you do not see a semaphore 
or an ardois combination flashing. When you 
ask about it in the morning the officers will 
tell you that M probably was the signa! boys 
talking with one another, and that it is al- 
lowed because it is good practice to let them 
gossip when there is nothing else going on 
and the night watches are long and tedtous. 
Invariably one boy will make the signal let- 
ter of another ship where he suspects a friend 
is on duty at the signals and this is what he 
Ways: 

“ How is it for a game of fiat?’ meaning 
an unofficial talk. 

All right.“ comes the answer, ‘ go ahead.“ 

Then those two boys chat over all sorts 
of things, chaff each cther, make appoint- 
ments for the first liberty, talk of the latest 
ship gossip, and all that.

Having mastered something of the per- 
sonnel of the ship, it is surprising how soon 
you fall into the drill routine. This isa more 
or less delicate subject about which to write, 
for the reason tactical matters and certain 
drills the details of which are kept secret 
are not proper subjects for publication, and 
all correspondents with the fleet have bound 
themselves by written pleuge never to reveal 
what they may learn aboutthem. There are 
certain drills, however, common to all navies 
and @ matter of ordinary routine, in refer- 
enee to which there is no inhibition, inasmuch 
as the navy department has even authorized 
an approved publication of these details. You 
‘will find them all written in the book The 
American Battleship in Commission,“ * an 
enlisted man. 


Deck Cleaning on Saturdays. 

On certain mornings of the week certain 
drills are always gone through with. You 
know when it is ordinary quarters, when fire, 
collision and abandon ship practice is to be 
gone through with, when certain kinds of 
gun practice is tried out. You know just 
how often this and that division goes through 
with pingpong shooting, the work with 
what are known as Morris tubes, the kind of 
shooting that has superseded to a large ex- 
tent the former subcaliber practice on ship- 
board 

You then learn all about hammock and bag 
inspection days, you even get to know when 
the flagship will probably order hammocks 
or bags scrubbed and you get to know just 


about how ‘often the clotheslines will be» 
‘strung up over the forecastie and just how 


often bedding will be hung on the rails for 
alring and when it will be taken in, and all 
that. You get used to seeing the lanterns 
put in the lifeboats at night for emergency 
use. You know that every half hour when 
the ship’s bell is struck the sentry on the 
quarter deck will turn toward the after bridge 
and will sing out: 

Lite buoys, aft; all's well!“ 

You know that up on the forward bridge 
with every dell the port and starboard 
side lights will be reported burning in the 
same manner. You know how often the ma- 
rine guard is changed and what the stations 
are. You know that on Saturday morning 
there will be no quarters and that all hands 
will be set to cleaning the decks with sand 
and holystones and that the mud, if a com- 
bination of sand and water can be called mud, 
will be so thick that for nearly all the morn- 
ing you willl have to wear rubbers if you 
want to get about in comfort. 


Visit to the Cook’s Galley. 

You get to know just when the awkward 
squad of marines will be drilled, and you 
known when the patent log will be read. You 
know goon from the color of the water when 
you are on soundings, and you gather round 
the little contrivance far back on the quarter 
3 which unreels the wire for the lead 

at goes swishing hundreds of fathoms into 
the sea, and finally brings up on the bottom 


and then records the depth. You gather about 


he chief quartermaster as he has the line 
pulled in, and you look with him at the 
thermometerlike arrangement which by 
discoloration shows the depth of the water. 
You know just how often the temperature of 
the sea will be taken, and how often thetem- 
perature of the air will be recorded in the 
log, and the height of the barometer set down. 

And then, perhaps, your mind turns again 
to the housekeeping of this homie of 1,000 
men. You visit the cook's galley, where the 
head cook and several assistants are busy 
night and day preparing the meals for the 
men with redhot stoves and great caldrons. 
You see the copper coffee and tea tanks, the 
soup tanks, the bean tanks, and the rest. 
You see the electrically operated potato par- 
ing machine, just like the one used in the 
model kitchen-of the world at West Point. 
You visit. the butcher's shop, where about 
2,000 pounds of meat is served out and cut up 


miliarity bo it, however, shows that such 
a condition is approximated, and you begin 
to feel confident if the ship ever did get intoa 
scrap all this work and drill would show its 
effects at once in a way that would make 
you proud of the men and the ships of the 
navy. 

A sense of confdent security comes over 
you and you soon have the feeling that no- 
body in the world can beat the Yankee sailor 
mam for man in fighting and no ship of 
equal capacity in the world can beat the 
one on which you are sailing in a fight. You 
may be overconfident, but it's a comfortable 
a of feeling to have. 

ou watch the rivairy among the ships of 
the fleet in such matters as they can show 
rivairy in during a cruise as you begin to 
have confidence in the one on which you are 
a passenger. “When target shooting comes 
this rivairy will fake an impressive form, 
At present the rivalry consists largely in 
keeping distances, in making turns ‘ac- 
curately, In makipg and responding to sig- 
nals. Every morning you watch the flags | 
go up at 10 o'clock when the signals are 
hoisted on the second recording the 2 
of sick and absentees on each ship. The 
officers and men read these flags off quick 
as a flash and you speculate about the con- 
dition of things on this and that vessel; 


Change of Time of Clocks. 


At 11:20 m the morning you. watch the 


flags go up to catch the change of time 
for all clocks. At noon every one is keen 
to see the. flags sent up telling how much 
coal has been used.and how much each ship 


has on hand. Then come the flags which. 


give the reckoning of the navigator on each 
ship’ as to latitude and longitude, either 
by observation or dead reckoning, and you 
comment upon the variations in the reports. 

So the routine goes on and you get used 
to it and in some respects become part of it. 

Every man on a warship has his little or 
big place that is his own and you must not 
cross its confines without permission. For 
instance, the starboard side of the quarter- 
deck is the captain's. You don't walk there 
unless he indicates that he would like to 
have you join him. . The port side of the 
deck belongs lo the other officers. The cap- 
tain seldom goes there, although, being 
the captain, he can go where he pleases. 
Each officer’s room is sacred when the cur- 
tain is drawn. And so on through the ship 
there is a little plece of territory sacred to 
each man or set of men. The fo'c'stle deck 
is the men's. 

Launch etiquette, however, is pecullar. 
One of the first things to learn about travel- 
ing in a naval launch is that it is a little 
ship of itself. You salute its deck, so to 
speak, when you enter it if you observe the 
niceties, The highest ranking officer sits 
in the stern and goes into the. boat last. 
All the others stand until he seats himself. 
He is the first to leave and the others go 
in. the order of their rank. 


When You Mustn’t Smoke. 


You mustn't smoke in a launch in the day- 
time, and it you do so on the sly you must be 
sure not to sho your cigar in passing the 
flagship, for the quartermaster on watch on 
the after bridge will report you and there’ll 
be trouble. You mustn’t smoke at night ex- 
cept by permission of the ranking officer on 
board. If you se him light a cigar or cigaret 
all the rest of you may doso. Otherwise you 
will please throw away your cigar or cigaret 
when you enter the boat. 

As you go out to your ship at night you hear 


the quartermaster on some other ship call 


out, Boat ahoy!"’ and the coxswain of your 
boat answers with a yell. Passing!“ When 
vou approach your ship or another to make 
a stop the coxswain must be particular about 
his answers to the boat ahoy call. If he has 
the president Uf the United States aboard, as 
coxswains on the Louisiana have had re- 
peatedty, he calls out: 

United States!“ 

If an admtral is on board the answer to the 


Ifa captain is on board the answer is the 
name of bis ship. 

If other commissioned officers above the 
grade of midshipmen are on board the an- 
swer is “ Aye! aye!" and if the launch con- 
tains only midshipmen or other officers of 
lower grade the answer is No!

ing. Of course they are used only in the 
night, for in the daytime observation will re- 
veal the situation.

He 
said the Standard placed seven wagons in 
Columbus, cut the rate, and that they lost the 
business of six wagons before the fight was 
concluded.

Much Up to Executive Officer. 


Tre executive officer not only runs almost 
everything on the ship, but is in charge of 
stl equipment and stores. He is the man who 
tan do most to make a ship happy or hellish. 
He looks after the daily routine, drills,.re- 
pairs, cleaning up, issuing of stores, and the 
like. He is the man to whom all other offi- 
cers, and little, report. He is busy from 
early morning until late at night. When he 
isn’t keeping things in order he is writing re- 
ports. He seldom has time to sit down ex- 
cept at the head of the wardroom table et 
meal time, where he is a sort of social! arbiter 
as well as the general manager of the ship. 

The executive officer is housekeeper of the 
vessel. At one time he isin consultation with 
the bandmaster over a music program and 
then he is consulting with a plumber about a 
drain. He runs the clothing establishment 
and varies that work with looking after the 
hoisting of ashes or the arranging of liberty 
parties. His work has no beginning and no 
end, and 4 faithful and hard working man 
seldom has time to write to his family, to say 
nothing of reading a book occasionally or 
stealing away to his room for a quiet smoke 
or a siesta. 

The navigator does the navigating, as 
might be expected. He relieves the officer on 
watch on the bridge when quarters are 
sounded. He has charge of all the electrical 
apparatus and he is also instructor in navi- 
gation to the young midshipmen, who have 
2 keep up their etwas and work along tins 


Duties of Various Officers. 

The ordnance officer has charge of the guns, 
ammunition, the work of target practice, the 
meking of targets, and everything that per- 
tains to shooting. The paymaster has charge 
of all money matters, payment of wages, the 
purchase of supplies, providing clothing and 
meals for the crew. He is the purser of the

CRIME HIDDEN 10 YEARS. 


Michigan Concern’s Money Lost 
in Mine and Railway 
Ventures. 


Port Huron, Mich., March 19.— [Special. 
The United Home Protectors’ fraternity, 
doing byusinges under a general building and 
loan plan, has become insolvent as the re- 
sult of peculations by the secretary, W. L. 
Whison of this city. The institution has a 
business of about $500,000, and the short- 
age, to $75,000 of which Wilson has con- 
fessed, aggregates nearly $100,000. 


The discovery of irregularities in the books 


by officials of the state banking department 
in January was the firet intimation of 
crooked work. Investigations resulted in 
Banking Commissioner Zimmerman 0 
taking charge of the concern. 

Willson admitted having 3 the 
funds of the association to his own use for 
years, His method, according to Zimmer- 
man, was by shrewd falsification of the ree- 
ords, whieh, not only deceived the banking 
department but also the board of trustees 
of the organization. 

The secretary, Zimmerman said, would 
carry mortgages as unpaid on which he had 
received poyments and keep up the inter- 
est himeeltf. 


Books Cleverly Poctored. 

He also took funds yoted by the trustees 
in retirement of certificates, holding the cer- 
tificates and showing them on the books as 
uncanceled. 

His manipulations probably would not have 
been discovered from the books alone, since 
they were regularly balanced and kept in 
apparent good order. 

Though the organization. has been in ex- 
istence twelve years, it has been under the 
supervision of the banking department only 
since 1905... The headquarters is here, and 
considerable’ business was done locally, but 
the bulk has been in the central and western 
part of the state. 

Wilson has turned over to the trustees his 
personal property in an effort at restitution. 
He was arrested this evening on a oer 
of embezzlement.

The United Home Protectors’ fraternity 
was organized under a special act of the 
legislature and conducted a building and loan 
business in the form of a fraternity, doing 
business only among its own members.

INVESTIGATION. 


City Ferryboat’s Special Trip for Dis- 
barred Lawyer to Be Probed. 


New York, March 19.—As if it were not 
enough to have completed his term in the 
penitentiary and feel the soft glow of the 
spotlight which he knew would be waiting 
for him when he resumed his freedom, Abe 
Hummel, discredited lewyer and lately No. 
925 in the Blackwell's island prison, made a 
specially conducted trip from the island to 
Manhattan this morning, thereby causing an 
investigation to be made in two city depart- 
ments. 

Hummel's year at the land- minus two 
months off for good behavior—was up at mid- 
night Wednesday night. There was a rumor 
afioat that he would leave the island at 12:01, 
but this plan was dropped when Commis- 
sioner of Corrections Coggey informed his 
subordinates that Hummel would have to 
wait and come over with other prisoners in 


the morning, as usual. The commissioner | 


stald on the island until the last boat to see 
that. his orders were obeyed.. 


Hummel Evades the Crowd. 

When Hummel found his plans for getting 
to Manhattan that night were spoiled, he 
announced hig intention of coming over this 
morning and landing at Seventieth street. 
Acting on this tip, there was a delegation 
waiting for him at the foot of Seventieth 
street when the first few boats came over 
this morning, but Abe wasn't aboard. The 
Thomas L. Mulry, which makes the trip 
over from the penitentiary at 7:30, had made 
an extra trip ten minutes earlier for Hum- 
mel, and had landed him at the foot of Fifty- 
second street, without his being subjected to 
the stare of the curious, such as an ordinary 
prisoner would have to face. The Mulry, in 
command of Capt. Daniels, carried, besides 
the disbarred lawyer, only his nephew, 
Abraham Hummel Kaffenburgh, and Dr. 
Matz of the penitentiary medical staff. The 
party got Into a taxicab and all trace of 
Hummel has been lost. 


Coggey Starts Investigation. 

Commissioner Coggey has started an in- 
vestigation to find out by whose orders the 
extra trip was made, contrary to his in- 
structions. 

It is understood that the notorious lewyer 
will shortly leave for Europe, and thet on his 
return a fight will be begun to have him re- 
stored to the bar. Hummel was convicted 
of conepiracy in the Dodge-Morse divorce 
case on Dec. . 1905.

He considers that 
the vegetable diet is sufficient for some 
and that it is healthy for those who like 
it. He says: “ Vegetarianism presup- 
poses perfect health. It is not to be rec- 
ommended at all to persons debilitated 
It is not 
appropriate either to the weak or the 
nervous, nor to those whose habits are 
irregular, who eat quickly and when they 
can, to whom the siesta is unknown and 
the period of sleep limited. But vege- 


_ - tarianism, mitigated by the addition of 
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milk and eggs, constitutes a rational diet 
Which in many cases is of the utmost 
value.“ The only discouraging effect of 
vegetarianism, according to him, is that 
the consumption of alcoho! increases as 
the consumption of meat decreases. 

The statement of Dr. Gauthier, in a 
nutshell, is that if meat eating agrees 
with a man he should be a meat eater, 
‘and if vegetables best agree with him, and 
he doesn’t care for meat, then he should 
eat vegetables and presumably take the 
risk of a growing desire for alcohol. But 
‘is this not a correct rule for general ap- 
plication and one by which every indi- 
vidual can reguiate his diet safely? Eat 
what agrees with you and avoid what 
does not agree with you is pretty sound 
advice. A strict adherence to this rule 
‘would save much discomfort and lessen 
the doctor’s bills. For “what is one 
man's meat is another man’s poison.”

No doubt last winter the banks would 
have consented to pay a good rate of in- 
terest on government deposits, but except 
at such times the proposition might seem 
unattractive to them. It certainly would 
to the Chicago bankers if they think as 
they did a few years ago, when they pro- 
tested. ¢nergetically against such a re- 
quirement. They submitted figures whieh | 
went to show that they would lose money 
on any deposits they might accept. East- 
ern banks, which are much larger holders 
of the bonds put up to secure government 
deposits, did not protest quite so ener- 
getically, but the interest project did not 
appeal to them. . 

If the Aldrich bill were to be amended 
by requiring the banks to pay on gov- 
ernment deposits a low rate of interest 
there would be no objectors except among 
bankers. It has long been the popular 
opinion that the banks should pay some- 
thing on account of deposits which they 
are ordinarily so eager to get. Now that 
states and cities are drawing interest on 
funds they deposit it seems illogical that 
the general government should not get 
something. : | 

But the more important amendment to 
the Aldrich bill is the one to allow high 
class commercial paper to be a basis of 
an emergency circulation. It is certain 
that if that had been the law last winter 
the currency famine would have been dealt 
with promptly and effectively. There 
was hoarding of money then by many 
banks as well as by private individuals. 
There would have been no locking up of 
money by any bank if notes could havé 
been issued against first class commercial 
paper. 

Even if the house were to pass the 
Fowler bill the senate would not concur, 
but if the house shall amend. the Aldrich 
bill by including commerciat paper the 
senate may accept the amendment. 
Therefore, to secure legislation of indis- 
putable value the house should adopt the 
amendment which has been suggested. 


A BRIGHT LIGHT TO GO OUT. 

The Hon. Cicero J. Lindly, the portly 
sage of Bond county, has announced that 
he will not be a candidate for renomina- 
tion in the republican primaries, and this 
is depressing. If the direct primary act 
had anything to do with bringing him to 
his present determination it is a severe 
blow to the usefulness of that otherwise 
meritorious measure, 

Bond county, which is small, is joined 
with Madison county, which is large, in 
making up a senatorial district, and the 
natural assumption was that a Bond 
connty candidate would be swamped by 
Madison county votes in a direct primary 
election. The geographical accident that 
Mr. Lisdly has residence in the small ¢oun- 
ty should not be allowed to deprive the leg- 
islature of the chairman of the republican 
steering committee and floor spokesman 
for the organization. Cicero’s career has 
been long, active, and generally useful for 
the organization if not for the people. 

If it be complained that his mental 
habits were too nomadic it must be re- 
membered that his good nature was un- 
limited. The uncertainties of Cicero al- 
ways contributed to the gayety of legis- 
lative activities. He had the courage of 
his convictions, and if at times the latter 
grew conflicting that was not his fault 
but theirs. He always had a live interest 
in the welfare of Chicago, and at times he 
forced Chicago to take a live interest in 
him. If certain rude members of the 
house had not driven a speaker out of the 
chair with inkstands Mr..Lindly’s idea 
of what constituted a proper traction en- 
abling act might have been on the statute 
books in place of the Mueller law. 

Even if he sticks to his present deter- 
mination he is not lost entirely to the 
political life of the state.. With Con- 
gressman William Lorjmer he is engage! 
in. campaigning for the adoption of the 
constitutional amendment. permitting the 
issuance of state bonds for the building 
of the deep waterway, but even that tre- 
mendous project can be secured at too 
great a sacrifice, and anything that de- 
prives the legislature of the Hon. Cicero 
J. Lindly is not worth the price. 


THE NAVAL RESERVE. 


Much prominence has been given to the 
plans for strengthening the national guard 
in the several states. . The proposition 
that this organized Anilitia of the country 
should bé so trained and equipped as to 
make it an efficient second line of defense 
in time of national peril has woh much 
favor. With similar uniform to that worn 
by the regular army, with similar instruc-‘* 
tion in tactics, and with joint experiences 
in camp, the value of the guard will be 
increased materially. 

What the national guard in the states 
is to the army it is now hoped to make 
the naval reserve to the navy. Congregs- 
man Foss is the author of a bill which 
has been reported favorably from the. 
committee on naval affairs. It is designed |

In England, as in many states of this re- 
public, six months must elapse before a de- 
cree of divorce becomes definite and abso- 
lute, the object of this interval being to fur- 
nish the judge or the king’s proctor with an 
opportunity of altering the decision of the 
court in the event of anything arising in the 
meantime to show that a mistake has been 
made. The pronouncement of the decrees as 
absolute at the termination of the six months 
has to be made by a judge. It often falls to 
the lot of Sir Walter Phillimore te undertake 
this duty, and he rarely fulfills it without 
formally expressing his disapproval as a 
Christian man and on moral and religious 
grounds of the law of*divorce wich ‘he is 
called upon to execute as judge, and to em- 
phasize his regret at having to take any part 
in the enforcement of the statutes in ques- 
tion by the pronouncement of the decrees of 
divorce as absolute.

There have been Roman Catholic judges on 
the bench, such as, for instance, the late 
Lord Russell of Killoween, who died as lord 
chief justice of England. The doctrines of 
their church are wholly opposed to divorce 
in any shape or form. Yet they never con- 
sider it necessary to Proclaim this from the 
bench or to allow their personal religious 
beliéfs and prejudices to interfere with the 
performance of their duties in executing to 
the letter the laws of the land. 

Perhaps it is just in keeping with the char- 
acter of Sir Walter that he should pay more 
attention than any of his colleagues on the 
bench to the sumptuary adornments of his 
office, and he has achieved some celebrity as 
an authority on the subject. According to 
him judges’ robes were originally priests’ 
garments, the clergy in olden days being the 
only men of sufficient learning to act as 
judges in cases too intricate and too difficult 
for the great barons to determine. 

The scarlet gown, he declared, was nothing 
more nor less than a closed cape.. The black 
girdie or sash which he wore and the stole 
were originally the priest's cincture and the 
deacon’s stole, The wig, he added, was a 
relic of the time of Charlies II., when grave 
men, such as prelates and judges, wore plain 
powdered wigs in contradistinction to the 
flowing curls of the courtiers. And, lastly, 
the black cap, a cap such as Sir Thomas More 
wore and which judges now only don to meet 
the lord mayor of London and when pro- 
nouncing sentence of death, is distinctly of 
clerical origin, having been worn by the 
clergy prior to the Reformation and also 
subsequently thereto. Sir Walter Phillimore 
always makes a point of adding that judges’ 
robes are donned not for the purpose of grat- 
ifying the vanity of the judges or merely for 
the sake of dressing up, but in order to im- 
press both the wearer and others with “ the 
awe and majesty of the law.“ 


„ 


Prince Ferdinand of Bulgaria is once more 
in serious trouble with the Catholic church in 
connection with his going through a full- 
fledged Lutheran ceremony of marriage after 
having been duly wedded according to the 
rites of the Roman Catholic church. It was 
only with the utmost difficulty that he ob- 
tained a dispensation which enabled him to 
secure the blessing of the Roman Catholic 
church to the union which he has just con- 
tracted. Kver since he offended the church 
by causing the conversion of his eldes: boy, 
Crown Prince Boris, to the Orthodox Greek 
rite, in violation of his solemn pledge to the 
Roman Catholic, church to have all his chil- 
dren brought up in its faith, he has been in a 
state of minor excommunication and de- 
barred from admission to its sacraments. 

His appeajs for the removal of this ban re- 
ceived no response from the vatican, and it 
was only the Roman Catholic archbishop of 

„Bulgaria who at the last moment granted 
the dispensation, but on the understanding 
that in spite of Princess Eleanor of Reuss 
being a Protestant there would be only one— 
a Roman Catholic—ceremony. 

This promise the prince has broken in the 
same way that he violated his other under- 
takings to the Catholic church, and under the 
circumstances it ts difficult to understand 
why he should have taken the trouble to ask 
its permission to wed or should continue to 
adhere to it instead of becoming a convert 
to the church of his adopted country—name- 
ly: the Greek rite.

MAY DISMISS 263 STUDENTS. 


Stanford University Likely to Punish 
Those Who Took Part in 
Demonstration. 


Palo Alto. Cal., March 19.—[Special.]— 
From the action of the students’ affairs com- 
mittee today it seems certain that the entire 
2968 students who admittedly were in the 
parade to protest against faculty discipline 
will be dismissed. If this occurs other stu- 
dents will walk out, leaving the university 
with only professors. as the women students 
have promised to abide by the decision of the 
men and join the strike against what the 
students declare is arbitrary and severe pun- 
ishment for a collage escapade. 


The faculty committee today decided to 


take up the case of each of the 246 men who 
admitted they took. partin the demonstration 
and decide on the punishment necessary. 
This action was taken despite the protests of 
the students and alumni. 

The proposal was made by Student Man- 
ager Krupp, who admitted all the students 
engaged in the parade were willing to apolo- 
gize and to agree to keep order, but they 
thought suspension so close to the end of the 
college year was too severe a punishment. 


CONFIRMS 148 SCHOOLBOYS. 


T. D. Hurley Stands Sponsor for Whole 
Class Presented to Archbishop 
Quigley for Sacrament. 


Archbishop Quigley confirmed 143 boys at 
St. Mary’s Training school yesterday. 

T. D. Hurley, president of the Visitation 
and Aid society, through whose agency the 
boys were sent to the school, stood sponsor 
for each boy. 

St. Mary's Training school has recently 
been enlarged by the erection of new build- 
ings with accommodations for 600 boys. 
There are now 448 boys at the institution. 

The Catholic dependent boys of the county 
who appear before the Juvenile court are 
sent to this school. The institution is at 
Desplaines, III., and has 1,000 acres of land 
with some $600,000 invested in buildings. It 
is supported principally by the archbishop, 
the county paying for 150 boys. The institu- 
tion is in charge of the Sisters of Mercy.

operas which have been more or less lost 
sight of. It would also be the means of 
developing such local operatic talent as 
might be discovered. 

However, the plan heretofore had involved 
£0 much expense and seemed such a big un- 
dertaking that up to the present time it had 
been impossible to develap the project 
further. Lately, however, through the gen- 
erous offer of a local manager, who is inter- 
ested in the establishment of a local English 
opera company, it has been made possibie 
to proceed with the plan, with the hope of 
ultimate success. There is no idea of an 
extended season of opera, however. The 
plan outlined embraces the codtperation of 
some fifteen or twenty locally prominent 
vocalists and the placing in rehearsal of two 
operas. In case it should be possible to re- 
hearse sufficiently during the next six weeks 
a few productions might be made in the late 
epring; otherwise the effort will be post- 
poned until next fall. 

It is planned to have two complete casts 
for each opera undertaken, so that all mem- 
bers of the company will have the opportu- 
nity of appearing, and in case of tliness or 
unavoidable absence it will always be possi- 
ble to make up a complete cast. 

As a number of the proposed opera society 
are prominent vocal teachers, it has been 
comperatively easy to organize what seems 
to be an efficient chorus, as the teachers in 
question have sent their best pupils for that 
purpose. The rehearsals of the chorus have 
already begun and there has been one re- 
hearsal of the principals. 

It remains now to be seen how far the pro- 
posed plan can be developed, and there is 
every reason to believe that with the finan- 
cial backing above referred to it will be pos- 
sible to establish in Chicago an English 
opera company composed of local talent 
which will produce in a highly creditable 
manner standard operas. 

The opera siated for first production will 
probably be Mignon,“ which is eminently 
suited to the capabilities of the society. The 
musical direction of the enterprise will be 
in the hands.of Mr: Clarence Dickinson and 
Mr. Karl Reckzeh, and the stage manage- 
ment will de in the efficient hands of Mr. 
Herman Devries, who has had long experi- 
ence in this line of work. 

—— 

This afternoon in Orchestra hall the 
Thomas orchestra will hold its twenty-fourth 
public rehearsal, the soloist of the program 
being Mr. de Maré, the French horn player 
of the orchestra. A visiting conductor will 
be present also in the person of Frank Van 
der Stucken, who was at the head of the Cin- 
cinnati Symphony orchestra during its exist- 
ence. Mr. Stock has included in the program 
Mr. Van der Stucken's symphonic prologue 
“ William Ratcliffe,”’ and as a compliment to 
his Cincinnati fellow composer and colleague 
has invited him to be present at the perform- 
ance and will yield to him the baton. The 
orchestra will therefore be under the com- 
poser’s direction during this selection.

Stooped Shoulders. 

There is one beauty il! which ts utterly 
unnecessary, and that is stooped shoulders. 
Any girl or woman, if she has a little ener- 
gy. a few real brains, and an ounce or 60 
of will power, can easily make her shoulders 
straight and cultivate tor herself a good 
carriage. 

It is true that many women Know the 
remedy for their various ills, defects, and 
complaints, but how many of them persist- 
ently and painstakingly apply them until a 
cure hae been effected? To cure round and 
stooped ahoulders remember that the chest 
must be held upward. The benefits from 
holding the chest up are straight shoulders, 
strengthened lungs, and a developed bust 
and neck. 

Breathing exercises are excellent for hold- 
ing the chest up and the shoulders flat and 
straight. Have your gowns loose enough to 
be able to expand the lungs. Walk briskly 
and hold the head up and out. To observe 
all these and live up te them will do much 
toward straightening and flattening stooped 
and round shoulders. 

In addition remember that you must not in- 
cline your head forward or sleep on a pil- 
low a few feet thick. Don't wear heels so 
high thet your body tips forward at an angle 
of 45 degrees, and, above all things, don’t 
pin your garters to the bottom of your cor- 
sets so tight that your back is pulled and 
twisted into a perfect semicircle. 

Stooped shoulders are easy to remedy, for 
all you have to do is to constantly remember 
your position and stand up straight.

Baby Needs Sleep. 

For the firet few weeks the haby should 
average from twenty-one to twenty-two 
hours’ sleep out of the twenty-four. 

With proper training a child can be taught 
to sleep almost the whole night through, and 
the time to begin to train him is in the first 
twenty-four hours. 

Regular hours of feeding should be éstab- 
lished, and rest for the baby’s stomach for 
at least six hours during the night should be 
the rule. No stomach can remain in 4 
healthy condition for any length of time if 
it is never allowed 1 rest.

Reading to Children. 

From the time a child is old enough to 
understand and care for stories he delights 
in hearing them read. When the child is 
old enough to read for himself, the practice 
should not be discontinued, for the books are 
apt to lose interest if there is no one to ex- 
plain the difficult passages and larger words.

Biscuits. 

These are thin, and if well made they are 
crisp and wholesome. Any bread that is suf- 
ficiently hard to require mastication is prefer- 
able to soft bread. Add a teaspoonful of salt 
to a quart of sifted flour, and siftagain. Mix 
halt a pint of milk with halt a pint of water, 
and add it gradually. Knead the dough until 
it is elastic, and then pound it until light.

Belect a small solid head of cabbage ona 
chop it up fine. Piace in a granite or porce- 
lain kettle for twenty-four hours. Before 
putting away add salt and a little water; 
cover well; next drain off the water, rinse 
well and fry in fat, lard, or butter, as may 
be desired. It nine sae be boiled with meat.

Alsatian Salad. 

Arrange the usual bed of lettuce. Cook 
three frankfurter sausages for a few minutes 
in boiling water. Chill these and cut into 
thin slices. Slice four medium sized cold 
potatoes and one smal! onion, half a dogen 
firm pickles, and stir this mixture lightly with 
four tablespoons of French dressing.

Place a small cake of cottage cheese in a 
bed of shredded lettuce. Cover with a thick

NORTH EDGEWATER COMPLAINS 
THROUGH ROUTE HURTS IT. 


Residents Say Changes in North Clark 
Street and Evanston Service Make 
Them Wait for Cars. 


1 


Changes made in the operation of the North 
Clark street and Evanston cars, since the 
through car service was started last Wednes- 
day, have caused much complaint from resi- 
dents of North Edgewater. Heretofore the 
Clark street care ran north to Devon avenue, 
thence east to Evanston avenue, and then 
south, entering Clark street again at Diver- 
sey avenue. The Evanston avenue cars made 
a loop by going east in Devon avenue and 
thence south in Clark street. 

Since the threugh cars have been put on, 
the regular North Clark street care stop at 
Devon avenue and return south in Clark 
street, and the Evanston avenue care stop at 
Devon avenue, where they switch to another 
track and return south in Evanston avenue, 
This leaves a stretch of nearly a half mile in 
Devon avenue with no service except the 
Evanston cars. 4 

The switching of cars at Devon causes long 
delaye on both the Evanston avenue and the 
North Clark street lines, and passengers 
wishing to go east or west in Devon avenue 
or north on the Evanston line must wait ten 
minutes at times. 

Persone living in the vicinity of Devon and 
Evanston avenues must walk nearly ‘a halt 
mile west to take a car, if they wish to go 
south in Clark street. An employé at the 
Devon avenue barn said the cars which, be- 
fore the through route change, made con- 
tinuous runs over the Devon avenue loop now 
are delayed at every trip by the necessity of 
switching to another track for return trips.
